Senators 
move for 
rationing 


WASHINGTON (UPIi — Ignoring the 
threat of a presidential veto, Senate 
Democratic Leader Mike Mansfield and 
Sen 
Lowell 
P 
Weicker, 
R-Conn, 
announced today they will introduce 
legislation calling for mandatory gas 
rationing 
Weicker said he and Mansfield will 
file the bill Thursday. It would order 
President 
Ford 
to 
implement 
a 
nationwide rationing program within 60 
days. 
At his news conference Tuesday, Ford 
emphatically rejected gas rationing as a 
solution to the energy shortage, saying 
he would veto any mandatory gas 
rationing bill. 
“I feel we need mandatory gasoline 
rationing now, not stand-by authority," 
Weicker said in a statement. 
He added "if the Congress believes in 
gasoline 
rationing as a 
means to 
effectively 
reduce 
our 
energy 
consumption, it should stand up and 
mandate the President to institute such 
an energy conservation measure. " 


In 
a 
related 
development, 
Sen 
Edward M. Kennedy, D-Mass, will 
begin Thursday his attempt to block 
President Ford’s proposed $3 a barrel 
tax on imported oil, despite strong 
opposition from Ford and hint of a 
Republican filibuster. 
Meanwhile, an Illinois banker told 
Congress today that the nation’s oil 
companies need higher profits in order 
to help solve the energy problem. 
Wallace W. Wilson, vice president of 
Continental Illinois National Bank and 
Trust Co. of Chicago, told the Senate 
subcommittee 
on 
Antitrust 
and 
Monopoly: 
“There can be no doubt that the 
failure of 
the domestic 
petroleum 
industry to develop productive capacity 
more in line with demand growth during 
the last 10 years is more the result of 
inadequate 
capital 
investment than 
resource insufficiency. 


“The money was not spent for United 
States exploration and development 
because of inadequate earnings, the 
gradual erosion of long-established tax 
incentives 
and 
counterproductive 
governmental regulations." 


Wilson said he opposes a bill the 
subcommittee chairman, Sen. Philip A. 
Hart, D-Mich., sponsors that would 
dilute concentration in the industry. 


Hart figures that would stimulate 
competition, lower prices and still 
create new energy sources. Wilson said 
it would create uncertainties and scare 
investors away.

Los Berros School PTA official Carol 
Risch welcomed the public, then handed 
the gavel to forum moderator, Rev. 
Kenneth R. Boyd and candidates for the 
school board were off and running in 
their first face-to-face confrontation. 
On hand last night at the Mission Hills 
school were all 
seven candidates: 
incumbent Karl Braun, Barbara Berg, 
Joseph Grbac, Jack Helman, Alberta 
Morgan, Edward Rodgers and Charles 
Zink. Voters will go to the polls on 
March 4 to elect three of the candidates. 
Braun, who spoke first, thanks to the 
luck 
of 
the 
draw, 
outlined 
his 
background, cited his work in involving 
the community in school board affairs 
and his efforts on behalf of special 
education features. He spoke with pride 
of his record. 
In detail. Braun noted the limited 
funds the board had to work with, 
declared more money should be spent on 
music and art at the elementary school 
level, 
and 
cited 
need 
for 
more 
counselors and a beefed up vocational 
education program. He said at one point 
that his record spoke for itself and that 
he’d do more of the same. 
In answer to a question from a 
member of the audience, Braun said 
there would be more counselors when a 
majority of the board wanted them and 
could come up with the money. 
Mrs. Morgan, in a brief introduction, 
noted her public activity over a broad 
range of community activities, and 
declared 
there 
should 
be 
more 
scholarships for those in need. 
She said she believed in putting her 


views on education into action, spoke of 
her rapport with young people, stressed 
the need for more discipline, described 
the role of the state in mandating most 
of the educational program, and at one 
point declared: “If you don’t want 
someone who goes to great lengths, 
don’t vote for me." She said input from 
the public on education was vital, that 
all school board meetings should be on 
television, said she favored a pilot 
program on the all-year school question, 
and at one point declared: “People are 
not apathetic, they’re just busy.” 
Grbac cited his goal of encouraging 
more parent participation in school 
affairs, noted the value for the school 
board of his experience as a builder, 
said he favored collective bargaining for 
school employers and lower class sizes. 
In other respects he said a school should 
be closed in the face of declining 
enrollment only as a last resort. He 
favors a maximum class size and wants 
a closer look at recommendations of an 
educational research team headed by 
Dr. Bill Williams. Grbac also would pay 
teachers more money, cited the need for 
more discipline, and at one point said 
the school board was a “rubber stamp." 
He amplified on that appellation later, 
with the comment that school trustees 
had too little time to really explore

education questions at any depth. 
Helman told the audience his broad 
en gineering 
and 
p rofession al 
background and his leadership role in 
church affairs would be helpful on the 
board. He said he would like more 
teacher and more community input on 
the board scene. He said he saw himself 
as a manager on the board, listening to 
all sides and then making a decision. On 
the question of the all-year school 
program, Helman said it “has a lot of 
merit and a lot of traps too. ” 
Zink said he wanted an improvement 
in basic education, further consideration 
of 
a 
hot 
lunch 
program, 
better 
discipline, a better return for the tax 
dollar. He said there were critical 
problems with reading and math in the 
schools and on the lunch program said it 
was needed and that a study showed it 
could be had for a relatively small 
investment. In other respects, Zink 
favored more vocational education, 
called for lower education costs, and 
said another school should be closed in 
the face of declining enrollment, but 
only to make better use of the rooms. He 
also suggested Hancock College could be 
encouraged to provide more college 
classes for high school seniors. Zink 
vowed to be a servant of the people if 
elected, called for a wiser use of district 
revenues, spoke of setting up councils of 
PTA members for gathering public 
input, said he thought the transient 
nature of the community might be a big 
hurdle for the all-year school, and that 
the board should hold on to the $1.5 
million in windfall monies for future use 
rather than spend it now.

Burnum added that management will 
contest under strike conditions claims 
for unemployment insurance. 


The union action ended a slender few 
hours of relative peace that began 
Monday noon when maintenance and 
shipping department workers began to 
return to work Today the union and the 
company were at odds but union 
president Tom McCall 
said he still 
planned 
to 
meet 
tomorrow 
with 
company representatives and a federal 
mediator for a scheduled session of 
negotiation. 
In a statement issued this morning the 
union said: “Due to the circumstances 
surrounding 
the 
action 
of 
Johns- 
Manville Corp., in opening the J.M. 
plant to hourly employes, ICWU 146 
feels that the lockout of the union still 
continues for the following reasons: 1) 
The ‘call-back’ was done in a manner 
designed to destroy the union, by calling 
back under terms in which individual 
employes 
would 
have 
no 
union 
representation and in fact could be 
disciplined or discharged for activities 
during the lockout, with the union 
powerless to contest it. 2) Although the 
company has stated to the press that 
they will observe selective terms of the 
old contract, their official letter as 
delivered to the union leadership on 
Nov. 1, 1974, stated that they are no 
longer willing to honor any contractual 
obligations. 
3) The company has failed to negotiate 
the so-called ‘call-back’ with the union 
and has ignored all seniority provisions 
of the old contract in notifying employes 
to return to work. 
In 
a final 
paragraph 
the 
union 
concluded: “At a membership meeting 
on Jan. 21, the membership voted 
overwhelmingly to continue the lockout 
until the company agrees to negotiate 
the terms of the call-back. ’ ’ 
The action was on a voice vote, at 
Lompoc High School, reportedly after a 
motion for a secret ballot on the 
question was voted down. 
Union officials reportedly told swing 
shift employes — those due to go on the 
job at 4 p.m. yesterday — to leave their 
jobs or not report for work. Picket lines 
were set up at 11 p.m. last night, and 
maintained until 1 a.m. when they were 
withdrawn until 7 a.m. today. Today, 
McCall said the schedule of picketing 
that had been abandoned briefly after J- 
M’s announcement last Saturday, was 
now in force. 
J-M locked its gates to all except for 
salaried and supervisory personnel Dec. 
9 
when

International Chemical Workers Union 
refused to ratify a final offer of the 
company. Workers had remained on the 
job until then after the labor contract 
binding the two parties expired on Oct.

Reformers 
dump third 
chairman 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Reformed- 
minded 
Democrats today dumped a 
third 
powerful 
House 
committee 
chairman, 
Wright 
Patman 
of 
the 
Banking Committee, but rejected a 
challenge to veteran chairman Wayne 
Hays of the Administration Committee. 
The Democratic party caucus voted to 
elevate Rep. Henry Reuss of Wisconsin 
to the chairmanship. Patman, 81, of 
Texas, dean of the House with 46 years 
of service, held the chairmanship for 12 
years, 
Reuss survived a three-way election 
on the first secret ballot, getting 130 
votes to Patman’s 90 and 58 for Rep. 
Robert Stephens of Georgia. Reuss then 
defeated Patman 152 to 117. 
But the wave of sentiment against 
seniority did not extend to Hays, of Ohio, 
who survived a challenge by Rep. Frank 
Thompson of New Jersey on a 161 to 111 
vote. 
After 
his 
defeat, 
Patman 
told 
reporters he lost in part because “the 
big banks campaigned against me." He 
said major banks belonging to the 
Federal 
Reserve 
System 
preferred 
Reuss. 
“The small banks —the independent 
banks —were for me,” he said, adding 
that the big banks had more influence. 
He said they contacted congressmen to 
express their preference “just like any 
lobbying." 
He was asked if his age was a factor. 
“I don’t know,’’ he said. “I doubt that 
because I’ve been one of the most active 
members." 
He pledged to work with Reuss Asked 
if he thought Reuss would make a good 
chairman, he replied: “He’ll make the 
best he can." 
Asked also if he would end his 
congressional career at the end of this 
term, Patman replied, “I didn’t say 
that. I’ve been in 28 elections —all 
contested People have been very good 
to me. I’ve never had a defeat, I’ve 
never had a runoff."

By the time Landsat II was nearing 
the range of a NASA relay station in 
Fairbanks, Alaska, its broad butterfly 
wing solar panel 13 feet across, was 
unfolding as remnants of the rocket 
glided away.

County gas production 
continues to decline

Onshore 
oil 
and 
gas 
production in Santa Barbara 
County continued to decline in 
1974, 
according 
to 
County 
Petroleum 
Administrator 
Joseph P Green 
Green said a reduction in oil 
production which was "rapid" 
between 
1967 
and 
1971, 
continued in 1973, and 1974 
figures may show a further 10 
per cent reduction when they 
are finalized 


The big reduction between 
1967 and 1971 showed a decline 
in oil field production from 
about 75,000 barrels per day to 
"just over 50,000 barrels per 
day," 
Green 
said, 
with 
subsequent reductions being 
"reasonably steady" in the 
past two years. 


Average daily gas production 
during the same periods has 
dropped even more, Green 
showed, from a ‘‘high of over 
270 million cubic feet in 1967 to 


an estimated 120 million in 
1974 ” 
The Cat Canyon oil field in 
the north county is the 10th 
largest oil field in California 
and currently produces nearly 
half of this county’s onshore 
production, 
the 
county 
petroleum official asserted. 


Green pointed out that the 
market value of Santa Barbara 
oil fields hit a record 1236- 
million last year, due largely to 
crude oil price increases, but 
added he felt the peak figure 
could not be maintained further 
"w ith o u t 
a 
significant 
breakthrough " 


Value of produced onshore 
crude in the county has been 
upheld at something over $50 
million per year, according to 
Green, because of the crude 
price increase But valuation of 
produced gas in the county has 
dropped from over $30 million 
in 1967 to less than $20 million 
in 1974, it was stated 


The petroleum industry drills 
more than 100 new "in fill" 
wells per year within the 
county, Green’s office records 
show 
However, 
the 
pressure- 
depleted state of the county’s 
known fields precludes any 
significant 
change 
in 
the 
decline trend, Green feels. 
"Only new technology and-or 
new 
field 
discoveries 
will 
insure a healthy petroleum 
industry within this county in 
the years ahead," he predicted 
Current 
breakdown 
of 
onshore production by fields in 
the county shows Cat Canyon 
producing about 48 per cent of 
the crude total, with Santa 
Maria Valley second with 17 Vi 
per cent; Orcutt third with 11 Vi 
per cent and Cuyama next with 
10 per cent Others are: Zaca, 
5Vi per cent; Casmalia, 4 per 
cent; Lompoc, 2Vi per cent; 
and

Concepcion 
and 
elsewhere in county, one-half 
of one per cent each.

Questions as to the reliability 
of unemployment figures for 
the two smallest cities in the 
county 
— 
Carpinteria 
and 
Guadalupe — have been raised 
before 
the 
Board 
of 
Supervisors. Based on these 
figures, it is possible that both 
areas are being short-changed 
in allocation of jobs under 
Federally-funded 
emergency 
programs, it is stated. 
Whereas high unemployment 
figures in census tracts in the 
cities of Santa Barbara, Santa 
Maria and Lompoc qualify 
them 
for 
special 
aid, 
Carpinteria and Guadalupe are 
left out in some respects 
because 
of 
o ffic ia l 
unemployment figures showing 
neither community can portray 
areas where a 6.5 per cent 
unemployment rate is shown 
for three consecutive months 
County Supervisors Frank J. 
F ro s t, 
rep resen tin g 
Carpinteria Valley and other 
First District areas, deplored 
this situation along with County 
Supervisor Harrell Fletcher, of 
Santa 
Maria, 
whose 
Fifth 
District includes Guadalupe 
Both 
seemed 
inclined to 
agree with Community Action 
Commission spokesmen who 
maintain it is possible that 
state unemployment figures 
are not as reliable concerning 
these cities as they could be as 
to 
the 
true 
employment 
situation. 
Several reasons have been 
outlined why Carpinteria and 
Guadalupe could 
be short­ 
changed under the $203,000 
county program, it is shown 
These have to do with official 
employment figures, and it is 
likely 
both 
areas 
have 
unemployed 
who 
aren’t 
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registered. 
The program as approved 
Monday 
by 
the 
county 
supervisors — so far as a 
county contract with the city of 
Carpinteria is concerned, — 
allots Carpinteria only $11,425 
in basic funds. 
This could amount to barely 
over 
one 
position, 
if 
the 
maximum of $10,000 is set for 
one position by Carpinteria city 
management. 
Or 
it 
could 
provide for two lower-salaried 
positions at best. 
Guadalupe’s contract with 
the county allows for merely 
$3,980 in basic funding. 
County 
Manpower 
Office 
spokesmen point out that it is 
possible that in Carpinteria and 
Guadalupe there are persons 
who have not registered for 
unemployment benefits or who 
are ineligible by being farm 
workers. 
As 
such, 
they 
wouldn’t 
be 
included 
in 
statistics under which funding 
is provided to relieve high 
pockets of unemployment. 
Supervisors 
Frost 
and 
Fletcher, 
along 
with 
CAC 


officials, said they took the 
position 
that 
the 
Federal 
program should be aimed at 
helping the unemployed poor 
fundamentally, 
and 
that 
certain areas of the county 
could be left out under current 
regulations. 
County 
su p erviso rs 
acknowledged that the county- 
wide 
program 
is 
a 
"thin 
program” at best in meeting 
the unemployment problem in 
the county Funds are spread 
out not only to the county and 
city areas, but also to school 
districts and state agencies in 
the county. 
The county’s only program 
agent in itself is the city of 
Santa Barbara, as it is the only 
city with a population of over 
50,000 as required for this 
status. 
Applications for jobs under 
this program go first to the 
state employment office, for 
cet tific a tio n 
that 
the 
applicants 
are jobless 
and 
registered, then go to the 
agencies for filling of the jobs 
that are open.

The new scales are described 
as being “deck model axle load 
electronic scales equipped with 
scoreboard indicator."

equipment, the county feels, 
the highway patrol now will 
find nothing wrong with the 
county refuse loads heading for 
the dump.

President Ford told the nation 
he 
would 
veto a 
gasoline 
rationing bill and reject au­ 
thority to impose wage-price 
controls. He was “ horrified” 
over driving the government 
another 175 billion in the red 
It was the start of a Ford 
blitz to sell his economic 
program to the nation. 
In a televised news confer- 


ence Tuesday, Ford also said 
the United States reserved the 
right to go to war to prevent 
economic 
“ strangulation” 
through cutoff of its overseas 
petroleum 
supply.

cautioned this was “ a hypo­ 
thetical question of the most 
extreme kind.”

PHNOM PENH (U PI) - A 
20-ship supply convoy from 
Vietnam ran into heavy rebel

make it. 
The 
convoy, 
reported 
halfway up the Mekong to 
Phnom Penh, was the first 
serious attempt in 25 days to 
replenish

needed fuel and ammunition. 
Fuel to power electric gener­ 
ators in Phnom Penh is so low 
that more than 80 per cent of 
the electricity has been cut 
Food supplies are dropping 
radically and within two weeks 
the situation will be critical.

The smallest of the major 
automakers said its rebate 
program would run from Jan 
21 through Feb. 28, the same 
date Ford and General Motors 
rebate plans will expire 
But AMC effectively ended

planned to offer buyers of cars

extension of the regular 10- 
month warranty, valued at $99.

Instead,

buyer 
protection plan, the $99 cost 
will be deducted from the cash 
rebates. 
AMC said it will offer $200

AMC's action had not been 
unexpected, coming one day 
after General Motors joined

IRA ends agreements 
with bombings, shootings 


BELFAST (U P I)- T h e Irish 
Republican Army has ended 
the uneasy no-war, no-peace 
limbo in Northern Ireland with 
an outbreak of bombings and 
shootings leaving at least three 
persons dead. 


Despite the fresh fighting, 
British 
and 
IRA 
officials 
worked behind the scenes in an 
attempt to negotiate a resump­ 
tion of the collapsed holiday 
cease-fire. 
The British army said all the 
victims in Tuesday’s eruption 
of Northern Ireland violence 
were members of the outlawed 
IRA’s 
militant 
provisional 
wing 
An army spokesman said two 
IRA guerrillas died Tuesday 
night when a car loaded with 
explosives 
blew 
up 
in 
downtown Belfast. He said an 
IRA gunman was shot to death 
Tuesday morning m an attempt 
to hijack a bus near the border. 
The IRA also bombed a 
British war veterans’ club at 
Strabane, 75 miles west of the 
capital, and planted a bomb 
that touched off fires in shops 
and 
government 
of ices 
in 
Belfast. 
* 
Security officials also report­ 
ed at least one policeman 
injured during scattered shoot­ 
ing incidents in Belfast and the 
rest of the province. 
The new violence came as 
British officials awaited word 
from the IRA’s ruling army 
council in Dublin about the fate 
of the cease-fire. 
The 25-day holiday truce 
broke down last week after the 
longest lull in more than five 
years of religious warfare in 
Northern Ireland. 
Sources close to the ruling 
council said the IRA leaders 
have yet to decide whether to 
renew the truce or launch a 
new round of sectarian strife in 
the province. 
The IRA, which has been 
fighting to unite the majority 
Protestant province with the 
predominantly Roman Catholic 
Irish Republic, wants Britain 


to free imprisoned extremists 
m exchange for a limited truce 
resumption. 
Britain, which already freed 
a group of IRA prisoners to 
gain one truce extension, wants 
the underground group to order 
an 
indefinite 
cease-fire 
in 
exchange for more releases. 
British officials have charac­ 
terized the latest IRA attacks 
as attempts to pressure the 
government into truce conces­ 
sions. “ We are definitely no 
longer in a cease-fire situation 
here,” a Belfast police official 
said.

Prices are still going up —but 
not as fast as they did most of 
last year. 
The Labor Department re­ 
ported Tuesday the cost of 
living index rose 0.7 per cent in 
December, the smallest month­ 
ly rise since July The price 
index showed, however, that in 
1974 the annual rate of inflation 
was 12.2 per cent, highest since 
the end of World War II. 
At least one big company, 
U.S. Steel, canceled layoffs.

Irwin Kellner, economist at 
Manufacturers Hanover Bank 
in New York, said even more 
encouraging was an increase of 
0 6 per cent in the purchasing 
power of consumers.

Brown’s figures showed that 
it would cost $391,000 a year for 
upkeep, new furniture, a guard 
house and cooks, and security if 
he were to live in the mansion

Teen-ager claims 
she sold drugs 
to NFL players 


ST. LOUIS, Mo 
(UPI) — A 19-year-old 
woman has told police she was part of a ring 
which distributed drugs to National Football 
League players throughout the country. 
A 39-page police report of the woman’s story, 
complete with the names of prominent NFL 
players, has been sent to league Commissioner 
Pete Rozelle, and a copy was obtained by 
newsmen 
The woman, Roxie Ann Rice, was arrested 
Jan 6 on charges of defrauding a St. Louis 
motel operator. She told police she had been 
delivering drugs — ranging from marijuana to 
amphetamines and barbiturates —to 
NFL 
players across the country 


Miss Rice also said she sold drugs to 
members of the Pan American University 
basketball team and the Spirits of St Louis and 
Virginia Squires pro basketball teams, and that 
a similar arrangement apparently had been 
made with baseball teams, although she had no 
dealings with baseball players 


Miss Rice told police she was living m St. 
Louis last September when she met a woman 
she identified as Patricia Cleveland. She said 


she told Miss Cleveland she needed money and 
Miss Cleveland introduced her to a man known 
only as Tony. 
They gave her a new identity as Dr. Andiza 
Juzang of Ghana and told her she would be 
carrying briefcases to NFL cities before and 
after football games. She said the cities 
included Cleveland, Denver, Los Angeles, San 
Diego, Houston, Dallas, Washington, Chicago, 
Miami, Cincinnati, St Louis and Kansas City. 
The memo detailed several of Miss Rice s 
alleged visits, including one to the home of two 
Kansas City Chiefs players 
“While she was there,” the memo said, ‘‘they 
talked about the stuff’ and how much the other 
team members wanted 
She added that (a 
player) told her he was buying everything for 
the team for the upcoming game. 
“ (The player) then gave her about $2,500 for 
the stuff’. He also gave her a list of different 
things that the Chiefs wanted, like speed, pills, 
etc. Some wanted grass, and (the player) also 
asked her if she could provide coke’ and she 
told him no She added that Tony had previously 
told her that they could not provide anything 
like cocaine. ”

Fan violence: just like good old days 


Sportsmen grumble 
over trout plant

NEW YORK — (NEA) — Fans have had a bad rap recently. It 
didn’t look good for their side, for example, when they ripped up 
the seats over an unpopular decision in a bout at Madison Square 
Garden 
They disqualified themselves for the Nobel Peace Prize last 
summer when they ran drunkenly onto the field during a baseball 
game in Cleveland. 
They commonly have egg on their face, and in their fists, as 
they hurl those cholesterol balls at hockey players. 
In certain parts of the country, state police still must escort 
referees to and from basketball games And in a number of cities, 
high school basketball games are played in audienceless 
auditoriums, because of the threat of fan violence 
Fans have burned up the bams at Suffolk Downs (and burned up 
their losing tickets in the process), have been unruly at tennis 
matches and bloodthirsty, as usual, at wrestling matches. 
Even in the supposedly daintier aspect of women's wrestling, it 
has been reported that when Big Moolah met Ma Bass, a rooter 
bellowed "kill her Moolah Bash the old buzzard ” 
A sociologist such as Konrad Lorenz, author of "On 
Aggression,” sees an over-all trend: "There is, in the modern 
community, no legitimate outlet for aggressive behavior So the 
main function of sport today lies in the cathartic discharge of 
aggressive urges .” 
And Clarence Campbell, president of the National Hockey 
League, has said, " I ’m afraid violence is 
one of the 
entertainments of the mob today. If people could have bought 
tickets for the Vietnam war, they probably would have ” 


And when the Cincinnati Reds were pelted with beer bottles 
after a fracas in Shea Stadium, Red manager Sparky Anderson 
remarked that the fans’ indelicate behavior was "Un-American,” 
If history be consulted to shed its everlasting light on 
perspective, then we see that, like the old French saying (or was it 
Casey Stengel’s axiom?) "The more things change, the more they 
remain the same.” 


We find, then, that fans’ incivility is not solely a current 
phenomenon, nor is it uniquely American, nor is it confined to 
sports. 
In the Roman Colesseum, for example, it should be recalled 
that the fans there were often all thumbs. 


Sports that thrilled people through the ages included bear 
baiting, jousting, wrestling to the death in the ancient Olympics, 
the precarious chariot races and shooting with arrows apples off 
people's heads (but too many times mistaking the apple for a poor 
chap's nose). 
In America, fans flocked to football games in which the violence 
so sickened President Teddy Roosevelt that he was about to 
declare the "sport” a blight on humanity and outlaw it Football 
then tried harder to become less a war. 


Remember how Ty Cobb leaped into the stands to punch a 
heckler, as did Leo Durocher 30 years later, and how outfielder 
Ducky Medwick was showered with debris and had to be removed 
in order for a World Series game to continue? 
And once basketball referees cased a gym before the game to 
ensure an open window they could crawl out of in event of an 
unpopular call. 


That’s the United States Around the world: In July of 1969, 
there was the "Soccer War" between Honduras and El Salvador 
It was touched off by a World Cup game between teams of the two 
countries. Two thousand people were killed 
A few years before, 318 tans at a Lima, Peru, soccer match 
trampled themselves to death in pursuit of the referees. In some 
Latin countries now, moats have been built around the playing 
fields to prevent recurrences of such mob delights. 


In 1955, after star Maurice Richard was suspended from the 
NHL for fighting, Montreal fans rioted through the streets It was 
the biggest not in modem Canadian history 
In Scotland, an annual soccer game between Protestant and 
Catholic teams ends in bloodshed as sure as there is a Loch Ness 
monster 


Outside of sports, we have the booing and pelting of performers 
in opera houses The groundlings who stood in the rear of 
playhouses in Shakespeare’s day howled at bad acting or sloppy 
writing. In America, at the turn of the century, there was a duet 
named the Cherry Sisters (or the Pineapple Sisters, something 
like that) They could not perform unless a netting was dropped 
between them and the audience, they were so bad Without the net 
the dames were in danger of having a flung tomato plug up their 
mouths when trying to reach high C. 


Crowds can be vicious, as when they boo a man out of a game 
(as they did Roy Smalley, a Cub shortstop in the ’50s with great 
potential >. Or they can be touching, as when they cheer a retiring 
player's last performance (see Ted Williams last homer), or 
thrilling (Sugar Ray Robinson said that, standing in the ring after 
winning his first boxing title, and hearing the roar and roar of the 
crowd was like being under a wonderful waterfall >. 


Crowds are hardly different from any other time or place. 
There are just more people, more teams, and thus more incidents. 
And the fans remain as mercurial as ever. 
"Do not trust to the cheering,” said Oliver Cromwell in the 17th 
century, "for those very persons would shout as much if you were 
going to be hanged ”

Sportsmen's Council of Central 
California, 
agreed 
to 
take 
preliminary steps to have a 10- 
member advisory aboard set 
up to monitor use of the money 
and report to the board. 


Supervisors continued 
the 
matter 
for 
a 
month 
and 
referred the complaints to the 
County 
Park 
Commission 
Meanwhile, supervisors are to 
consider nominees for five of 
the positions, and allow the five 
sportsmen’s 
groups 
in 
the 
county to name one member 
each. 


Radam, a member of the 
Santa Ynez Valley group, said 
it was felt the use of some 
$7,000 in fines money to assist 
in trout replants was not legal. 
He said the sportsmen would 
seek a ruling from the State 
Attorney 
General’s 
office 
unless it was voided. 


Pahos told the board he 
didn’t feel Radam’s comments 
“ will be supported by the 
facts.” He felt Radam and his 
group were making a wrong 
analysis 
of 
the 
Park 
Department budget for the 
Lake Cachuma Recreational 
Area. 
Pahos said the trout replant 
program has brought large 
numbers of fishermen to the 
park, upped the gate receipts 
and spent money in the area 
Santa Ynez Valley merchants 
donate $5,000 to add to $8,000 in 
gate receipts for the fund. 
The State Fish and Game 
Commission 
makes 
regular 
replants on a substantial basis 
as matching endeavor, Pahos 
said. 
Radom asked for a ‘‘true fish 
and game program.” He said 


funding might be better used to 
improve deer habitat in the 
national forest, and termed the 
trout 
replant 
program 
an 
experiment which hasn’t had 
good results. Planting of bass 
might be better, according to 
Radom, or funds go to a "study 
on 
what 
happened 
to 
the 
crappie in the lake.” 
Pahos denied that the fine 
money was used solely for 
planting catchable trout 
He 
said some was used to purchase 
cameras and film for fish and 
game 
officers, 
and 
for 
a 
motorcycle for the officers. 
Also. 
Pahos said it was 
incorrect on the part of the 
state council to say the present 
Cachuma 
Fish 
Advisory 
Committee was made up of 
concessionaries at the lake He 
said the committee comprises 
two concessionaries along with 
two park rangers, the lake 
superintendent, 
and

advisory person — a state 
biologist.

New commuting service 
Minneapolis transit: 
door-to-door

Minneapolis, 
Minn. 
— 
(LEN S) — At 7:15 each mor­ 
ning Kris Burhardt, an engineer 
for the Minnesota Mining and 
Manufacturing (3M) Company, 
leaves his house in southwest 
Minneapolis and takes his seat 
in his commuter minibus 
The 12-passenger vehicle 
picks up one last rider, and then 
enters the freeway for the 15- 
mile trip to the company’s in­ 
ternational headquarters east 
of St Paul. There he is let out 
at the door of his office, where 
the minibus will pick him up at 
the end of the day. 
There are now about 70 such 
employee-driven minibuses 
bringing commuters to 3M 
Center 
Last month their 
arrival was filmed by the 
Department of Transportation, 
which considers the system one 
of the most promising urban 
transport demonstrations in the 
country 
The program originated in 
3M’s problems of getting 10,000 
employees to its suburban site 
every morning. Staggered work 
hours, begun in 1972, helped. 
But the need remained to save 
parking space by increasing the 
proportion of employees riding 
to work with some other driver. 
The company tried leasing 
buses from the local transport 
authority, and encouraging 
employees to share rides in 
their private cars. The com­ 
muter minibus was designed in 
March, 1973. to combine the 
safety and dependability of the 
bus with the low cost, short 
pick-up time and personal ser­ 
vice of the car pool 
The company buys, licenses, 
insures and maintains the 
minibus. It helps employees to 
organize 
“bus pools” and 
selects the driver. It charges 
fares calculated to cover

operating costs and the cost of 
the vehicle over four years, 
with eight paying passengers. 
The d river, who holds a 
chauffeur’s licence, rides free, 
and may use the minibus in the 
evenings and at weekends. 
The firm expects to have 100 
minibuses operating by late 
winter, handling about 10 per 
cent of its employees at 3M 
Center. It thinks this can be 
doubled. The administrative 
cost, which 3M absorbs, has 
been more than offset by the 
deferral of $2 million that was 
to have been spent on parking 
ramp construction 
The company is expanding 
the system — in California and 
New Jersey — as fast as it can 
obtain vehicles. It is also being 
copied by other corporations in 
the Minneapolis-St Paul area. 
The scheme’s appeal lies in 
the combination of better ser­ 
vice and lower cost for the 
employee who at present keeps 
a second car solely for driving 
to work He can be picked up in 
a heated vehicle, and be driven 
there for about $280 a year — 
as against the $1,600 he would 
spend to operate his own car. 
Eighty per cent of those in 
3M’s program say that they 
consider the minibus more con­ 
venient, and 98 per cent say it 
will be their permanent means 
of getting to work 
The Department of Transpor­ 
tation is increasingly interested 
in such low-capital systems. 
About 60 per cent of all federal 
aid to mass transport has been 
absorbed by the six cities with 


rail systems. Now the new 
system in San Francisco is in 
financial difficulties, while the 
cost of the rail system for the 
Washington area, now under 
construction, has risen past $4 5 
billion, with further increases 
expected

Mr 
Raymond 
Aron, 
Europe's 
Walter 
Lippmann, 
whose 
record in the past few years has been 
friendly to the United States, signals the 
twin offenses of North Vietnam and the 
Soviet Union as the collapse of the high 
optimism of Mr Kissinger s strategy 


After all, the entire 
approach of the Nixon 
Administration to the 
Far 
East 
supposed 
that we had found the 
key to ending the war 
in Indochina in a way 
consistent with west­ 
ern ideas of rectitude 
The same momentum 
that took 
Mr Nixon to Peking, there vO proclaim 
his intention of joining in a "long 


march " for the government of Mao Tse- 
tung, took him to Moscow a few weeks 
later 
What we were designed to get 
from it was a cessation of hostilities in 
Indochina, and an approach to genuine 
detente 


President 
Ford's 
admonition 
to 
Congress — he was complaining of the 
Jackson Amendment which required of 
the Soviet Union a liberalization of the 
laws against emigration — was abject, 
and hugely unfortunate It is true that 
Mr Kissinger objected all along to the 
Jackson Amendment, on the grounds 
that you cannot hope to reform a 
country s 
internal 
policies 
while 
engaged in realpohtik having to do with 
international affairs 
But Mr 
Ford neglected to weigh 
several factors 
The first is that by 
asking the Soviet Union to liberalize 
emigration, the American Congress was 


doing nothing more than asking the 
Soviet Union to observe its own treaty — 
to with, the two conventions relating to 
the Universal Declaration of Human 
Rights of the United Nations, ratified, 
sponte sua. by the Soviet Union during 
the fall of 1973 
Second, the abrupt 
announcement by the Soviet Union that 
it would reject the economic treaty 
probably has very little to do with Soviet 
pride If it had. the Soviet Union would 
have rejected the agreem ent in the first 
instance Why now0 One must look for 
other reasons and the most likely of 


these is that the Soviet Union views 
Most Favored Nation status with the 
United States as less of an advantage 
than it had foreseen 
For one thing, the Congress had in 
effect proposed a 1300,000,000 limit on 
the credit line. More important, the 
Arab States are the principal source of 
credit these days, not the United States; 
and to make what appears to be a major 
concession in return for a few dollars’ 
credit which can be got more easily out 
of the Arabs makes very little sense to 
the 
Soviet 
power 
brokers 
who, 


simultaneously, feast on the progressive 
humiliation of the United States at the 
other end of the world, where Hanoi 
defiantly breaks the terms of the Treaty 
of Paris, and the United States Congress 
talks about giving less and less help to 
South Vietnam 
Solzhenitsyn understands. It is Soviet 
strategy, he announced in a lightly 
noticed statement in Zurich, little bv 
little to strangle the opposition: to 
isolate them from foreign contacts Up 
until now, we had a foot in the door, and 
A m e rica n 
C o n g r e ssm e n 
and 
newspapermen could actually speak 
over the telephone with such prominent 
dissenters as Sakharov No more, says 
Solzhenitsyn, who reports that now 
telephones 
are 
jammed, 
and 
interceptors are listening. And where 
there is anything like a public display, or 
even a sign of genuine interest or 
friendship 
towards 
the 
West, 
the 


dissenter stands a chance of being 
beaten up on the spot. What is in 
prospect, he predicts, is a return to the 
total suppressions of the Ice Age of 
Joseph Stalin. 
This would suggest that the Soviet 
Union sees, as Mr. Aron suggests, a 
general "enfeeblement” in the United 
States: a compound of demoralization 
over 
Watergate, 
collapse 
of 
our 
Mideastem strategy, troubles at home 
in dealing with inflation, the rise of the 
populist class: indeed a hunger for the 
second rate. So looking coolly at the 
nations of the world, the Soviet Union, 
with a flick of its fingers, disdains 
American economic patronage: and 
manages to get President Ford to scold 
Congress for imposing upon the Soviet 
Union such conditions as that it could do 
so. I doubt that Senator Jackson will 
emerge the worse off politically from 
this experience

WASHINGTON - (NEAl - During 
the latter part of the 1960s, when a 
worried Lyndon Johnson was enlisting 
the aid of the FBI and CIA to probe 
domestic anti-establishment thought, I 
wrote a story that caught the eyes of the 
on-highs.

a r t i c l e 
concerned the Amer­ 
ican Nazi Party. In it I 
told of the kinds of 
citizens attracted to 
the party, and men­ 
tioned

graduates of The Cit­ 
adel who were touring 
and 
com plim enting 
the 
ANP 
headquar­ 
ters. 
Shortly after publication, I received a 
call from a chap identifying himself as 
an agent for the Army’s Criminal 
Investigations 
Division 
(CID), 
who 
wanted to know more about The Citadel 
soldiers. I said any more than had been 
published was privileged information, 
that 
I 
was 
surprised 
he’d 
think 
otherwise, 
but 
he 
persevered 
We 
agreed to meet in a motel near the 
Kennedy Space Center in Florida, in a 
few days. 
Before the meeting, 1 called the CID 
to verify the investigator’s credentials 
As I suspected, nobody by the name 
given was on the rolls. He wouldn’t be 
FBI, said an Army friend, because they 
glory in proper identification; "H e’s 
probably CIA — they hide behind many 
badges.’’ 
I agreed he was CIA Even back then, 
the 
agency’s 
"D om estic 
Contact 
Service" was an ill-kept secret I was 
younger, 
less experienced, 
but not 
completely simple. When the agent 
arrived in my room, he said the "Army 
was interested in finding The Citadel 
soldiers because "we don’t think they 
should be messing around with Nazis.” 
He had a Citadel yearbook and asked if I 
would select the proper photos 
Well, had it been Ulysses Grant, not 
some bumbly spook, asking for such 
patriotism . I’d have declined My job as 
a journalist is to observe, not to spy As I 
recall I looked over the yearbook, gave 
descriptions of the soldiers entirely 
different from actuality, and concluded 
I could not associate any of the pictures 
with the culprits

The m emory of that occasion returns 
now, with new charges of CIA domestic 
surveillance, because I think I did right 
in brushing off the agent and because 
there may be a greater lesson in the 
m orality. If the charges of widespread 
intra-national CIA spying are true, it 
m ust be assumed they have been aided 
and abetted by citizens such as you and 
I. More than assumption, actually, it is a 
fact the CIA, with some 12 to 15 
domestic bureaus, relies on ordinary

information Mostly, the old Domestic 
Contact Service (now called "Foreign 
Resources” ) asks citizens going abroad 
to keep their eyes and ears open 
Supposedly, though — witness the recent 
revelations — the agency has its at- 
home finks as well. 
No doubt the agents acquire some 
informers by offering cash or the 
rhetoric 
of 
national 
duty. 
Others 
perhaps do not have to be coaxed at all. 
since 
Americans have a disturbing 
proclivity to gossip; many agencies 
besides 
the CIA 
have 
found 
that 
community 
wagglers 
are 
all 
too 
cooperative, if not always accurate, and 
woe betide the fellow who applies for a 
security job

neighbor’s wife or neglected to return a 
borrowed mower until after the first 
snow. 
The truth of the m atter, then, is far 
more important than whether the CIA 
committed 
illegalities; 
it’s whether 
Americans 
will 
become 
disgusted

do 
something about it themselves: mainly, 
shut 
up 
Doubtless 
thousands 
of 
Americans, myself included I suppose, 
have had the opportunity to blow the 
whistle on domestic CIA snoops. We 
haven’t, to now, to our shame Perhaps 
the present controversy will convince us 
otherwise in the future. 
This isn’t to say that the CIA should 
expect no citizen aid I recall another 
personal

when

Had 1 had any good 
information then, I would have divulged 
it — if only to help save others from 
sim ilar detentions My belief is that this 
kind of cooperation is humanistic and 
proper; but there can be no overriding 
reason why any of us should be talked 
into, or bought into, blabbing on one 
another. 


Two Californias 


The decision of Governor-elect Jerry 
Brown to follow his inaugural address to 
the Legislature in Sacramento with a 
conference in Los Angeles with Southern 
California mayors dram atically points 
up the problems of governing California. 
In land m ass the state is surpassed 
only by Alaska and Texas. In round 
figures it is 800 miles long and 400 miles 
wide The total area of 156,000 square 
miles contains more than 20 million 
people 


By way of comparison Rhode Island is 
only 1214 square miles and is about 50 
miles long and 35 miles wide with a 
population of just under one million. You 
could put the whole state inside the City 
of Los Angeles. For that m atter, you 
could put the entire Atlantic seaboard 
from Maine down to Virginia inside of 
California and still have room for West 
Virginia or South Carolina, take your 
pick. 
The package would consist of ten 
states, each with their own governors, 
l e g i s l a t o r s 
and 
c o n g r e s s i o n a l 
delegations. 
Each state having two 
senators that area then has ten times the 
voting strength of California in the U.S. 
Senate. 
It is true that Texas, nearly twice the 
size of California, and Alaska, almost 
four tim es larger, are in the same boat 
as far as votes in the U.S. Senate But, 
then, Texas has only half this state’s 
population and all of the people in 
Alaska add up to less than Sacramento 
County ’s total 
The disproportionate representation 
in the U.S. Senate has rankled Texas 
from time to time and recently a move 
was launched to divide Texas into five 
states This it could do simply without 
any approval of Congress 
For the 
founding fathers of the Lone Star state, 
in inspired wisdom, reserved that right 
unto themselves when, as the Republic 
of Texas, they joined the Union. 
The officialdom of the short lived 
Republic of California, which existed 
more in name than in fact, did not have 
such sagacity It became a part of the 


Union without any such reservations. So 
hurriedly did it become the 31st state 
that its boundaries were undefined and 
there.still remains a lingering doubt 
over the true boundaries of this state 
with Oregon and Nevada. 


On occasion this has caused certain 
citizen s, 
disgruntled 
with 
th eir 
treatm ent by the urban dominated state 
government, to attem pt a secession to 
join either Oregon or Nevada Most of 
the activity has been in the northeast 
com er, centering in Siskiyou, Modoc 
and Lassen At one time a serious effort 
was made in Modoc to secede They 
even formed their own state, naming it 
Jefferson. 


Also there have been proposals to 
divide the state, usually a north-south 
split with the Tehachapi Mountains as 
the line Senator Richard Dolwig of San 
Mateo 
County 
formally 
introduced 
legislation at least twice m the past 
d e c a d e 
to 
a c c o m p l i s h 
t h i s . 
Unfortunately, regardless of how the 
people might vote on such an issue, it 
would require ratification by Congress, 
an event most unlikely. Recently a move 
fostered in Mendocino County for seven 
northern counties to secede and form 
their own state was reported. 
In a state where one can ski in the 
Sierras in the morning and bask on the 
beaches in the afternoon there are bound 
to be dissim ilar philosophies, desires 
and needs Its diversified economy, its 
urban and 
rural 
regions, 
its large 
segments of distinct racial groups, are 
only 
a 
few of 
the 
factors 
which 
contribute to its complexity 
But the basic division of the state has, 
from the 
beginning, been one of the 
people of the north versus the people of 
the south. They live in two different 
worlds. 
The new governor, 
by his 
scheduling of separate official functions 
on his inaugural day, only emphasizes 
the 
breach 
between 
Northern 
and 
Southern California which indeed are 
two states in everything except fact

Although President Ford’s 
whole tax-cutting, recession- 
fighting, 
energy-conserving 
package seems to run into 
more congressional flack with 
each passing day, by far the 
most controversial aspect of 
it is his proposal to raise fees 
on foreign oil by $3 a barrel to 
discourage consumption. 
Everyone agrees that the 
sagging 
economy 
needs 
a 
boost in the form of a massive 
transfusion of spending money 
into the pockets of Americans. 
The dispute is over how big a 
tax cut there should be and 
how it should be handled. 
Democrats 
in 
Congress, 
however, 
are 
increasingly 
opposed to the oil price hike 
idea. The President estimates 
that it would result in higher 
gasoline prices of something 
under 20 cents a gallon. The 
extra federal income from 
this, as well as other taxes he 
proposes on domestic oil and 
natural gas, plus taxes on oil 
company 
windfall 
profits, 
would eventually be returned 
to the economy. 
The critics argue that the 
higher cost of gasoline and 
home heating fuel would not 
only directly hit consumers 
where it hurts most, it would 
indirectly raise the prices of a 
multitude of products made 
from 
petrochemicals 
from 
toothbrushes to textiles, and 
thus feed the still-raging fires 
of inflation all the more. 
At the same time, by raising 
the cost of manufacturing 
such things as automobiles, 
which use so many plastics, it 
could stifle already strong 
consumer resistance in buying 
and 
further 
aggravate 
r e c e s s i o n a r y 
f o r c e s 


throughout the economy. 
As for the energy-saving 
hopes of the plan, it may be 
wondered whether a 10-cent or 
20-cent or even higher hike in 
the cost of a gallon of gasoline 
would discourage Americans 
from 
dr i v i n g 
to 
any 
significant degree. 
For 
better 
or 
worse, 
Americans 
are 
vitally 
dependent upon their cars, 
and the likely result of having 
to spend more to operate 
those 
cars, 
say 
som e 
observers, would be that they 
would spend less on other 
things. 


As it looks now, Americans 
are going to get a tax cut, 
which is bound to have a 
b e n e f i c i a l 
c o u n t e r - 
recessionary effect. 


But there is no solution in 
sight to the energy crisis, 
which is the central problem 
facing us in the immediate 
years ahead, and thus little 
prospect that we are not going 
to have to turn around and 
spend this new-found money 
so 
that, 
like 
Alice

Wonderland, we can just keep 
running in the same place we 
are today.
